Just over a year ago the future of saloon car racing in this 
country appeared to be in the balance. Group 2 was proving 
to be ludicrously expensive and the grids were becoming 
very sparse; Group 1 was new and finding its feet, albeit 
rapidly; special saloons were growing in stature and the 
idea of Superloons was being born. No class of saloon car 
racing really seemed to be settled however. 


The situation has gone a long way to resolving itself this 
year. Britain dropped G2 and favoured a national champion- 
ship run to regulations similar to those laid down by the 
FIA, which has turned out to be a great success. The club 
racing Gl has found its own niche and has settled down 
with considerably less fuss and bother over legality than 
could have been expected. As we reported a few weeks ago 
the position of special saloon racing has probably never been 
stronger and the advent of Superloons has not only been 
popular with competitors and spectators but should have 
proved conclusively to those doubters that a silhouette 
formula could work. 


It is Group 1 though which has really had an impact on 
the stature of motor sport over the past couple of years. 
As most people know Gl racing is for saloon cars with a 
minimum of modification applied to the standard showroom 
model. It was hoped that these regulations would bring back 
the manufacturers into motor sport and provide a good 
variety of cars on the grids—the fact that in the short space 
of time that G1 has been with us, it can boast an entry of 
eight different manufacturers’ teams in the entry for the 
forthcoming Access RAC Tourist Trophy at Silverstone is 
proof enough of its success. 


A manufacturer does not need a large budget to compete 
in G1 and be successful—its not small by any means but 
in comparison to G2 makes the difference of it being viable. 
Group 2 attracts only two manufacturers who really put 
anything into it—and they put a great amount in. It is 
perhaps significant that when budget controls had to be 
applied by manufacturers at the beginning of the year G2 
suffered more than anything else. 


As well as bringing back the manufacturers, without whose 
support the sport would be much poorer off anyway, G1 has 
‘caught on with spectators. Saloon car racing has always been 
an essential part of motor racing and until five years ago 
it was perhaps the most popular branch of the sport. It then 
went through the doldrums during the period of G2 and 
poorly supported special saloon racing—that it is back in 
its rightful position is confirmed by the amount of people 
who stayed on to watch the Castrol British Saloon Car 
Championship race after the finish of the British GP this 
year and the number of people who turned up for the 
Silverstone Superloon race a couple of weeks ago. 

The growth of saloon car racing in this country during 
the past two seasons has been a great boost for the sport 
in general—long may it continue.

year, the Firestone (UK) efforts 
have been unremitting. There 
have been many encouraging 
performances achieved by the 
Brentford engineers, and there 
fare rumours that certain of the 


teams which switched to the 
Wolverhampton camp early in 
1973 have been interested in 


switching back—there has even 
Deen a report that Ferrari tested 
Firestones within the past fort. 
night. 

However, reflowering of 
Firestone ‘fortunes in Europe 
would now seem to be nipped 
In the bud by the decision taken 
im America, Whether or not the 
top managers really mean it— 
for there are people willing to 
predict there will be full-scale 
Support for at least one Fl team 
next year—everyone has to start 
considering the inevitable 
changes in the scene if only 


Goodyear are left to manufacture 
racing tyres. (Goodyear HQ in 
‘Akron were quick to formally 
confirm thelr undiminished _ in 
terest In and support of motor 
sport), 

‘Obviously Goodyear have a 
finite capacity to manufacture 
highly specialised racing tyres: 


each piece takes half an hour of 
Work—and should they have to 
Supply many more than their 
current eight teams there would 


have to De a corresponding re- 
duction in the amount of 
experimental covers turned out 
by the men on the building 
machines, Then too, even with 
the best will in the world no 
spirit of competition can long 
survive where there isn't any 
body In it. Inevitably, in time, a 


one-firm racing tyre scene would 
be a picture of diminished types 
of tyre. Ultimately, there would 
be available one dry weather 
tyre, one wet, and nothing more. 
Of “course, this wouldn't be a 
bad thing for inter-team compet 


tion, as Graham Hill, whose 
memory goes back to “Dunlop 
Breen-spots,"” observes. 


The picture is acceptable only 
if there is rigid adherence to 
uniformity. “If there were to be 
truely only one universal tyre,” 
says Ron Tauranac, “it would 
probably be cheaper for the 
likes of us. But if we thought 
there were going to be two 
grades of tyre, with certain 
teams getting favoured treat- 
ment, we'd simply have to pack 
Up. You can't carry on racing 
without believing you can win.” 
The uniformity of Goodyear's 
product line certainly is in Fire 
Stone's hands, now. Should the 
Intter in fact come back in even 
with only one team, the former 
would have to respond. by 
favouring at least one team of 
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thelr own,

The Brabhams had been fast all through practice at the Gsterreichring ; both Carloses showing 
‘after each session, and Reutemana was only beaten out of

the Ferrari team in full ery two seconds behind did not fluster the Argentinian and he 
successfully nursed the rubber back to health without losing time. His BT44 ran perfectly a 
the way; It was everyone else who, during a very close run in hot conditions, suffered trouble 
and fell away. For a while it looked like being a magnificent Brabham one-two, for Pace, 
himself nursing his car's handling until i¢ became better on lighter tanks, moved up through 
the chain of drivers behind his team-mate and reached a clear second place—only to stop then 
When a fuel line lost a circlip. In the end, when Lauda’s engine dropped a valve and Clay 
Regazzoni had to stop for a wheel change, and Emerson Fittipaldi's engine blew up and so 
did Jody Scheckter's and Ronnie Peterson retired with CV joint failure, it was Denny Hulme’s 
Texaco Marlboro MeLaren coming through second overall and James Hunt's Hesketh scoring 
fa fine third after a wheel change of its own. 

‘On paper it looks a processional sort of race, but it was extremely close, very fast and 
everyone was trying very hard, and for a long period it looked like literally anyone could 
have won. That Brabhams were the lucky ones was more than luck, for they have been 
fighting their way back to form for several weeks and the Austrian GP was merely the 
outward proof, The effect of everyone else’s mechanical trouble was to harden the strange 
position in the World Championship, for his vallant catch-up to fifth place earned Regga two 
more points while his next closest rivals went home with nothing.

With an existing FI qualifying record of 
138.9] mph (Fittipaldi, JPS, at 1 m 34.98 3) 
the Osterreichring on its’ mountainside i 
Steyermark is the fastest circuit currently in 
use for Grands Prix. There aren’t any slow 
corners at all, and while there aren't really 
any fast ones either the entire 3.67 miles 
can be negotiated in fourth and fifth gears 
Should a driver so choose. The road surface 
presents no great problem, so with the 
Reneral high speed and the ionger-than-usual 
Straights it is aerodynamle trimming that is 
the most significant matter. It is on the 
straights that drivers expect to overtake one 
another, so speed "through the alr" Is

it was in aerodynamics that one saw the 
most experimentation in the paddock. Two 
of the Texaco-Marlboro McLarens were fitted 
with "skirting" in the form of clear plastic 
Strips attached to the bottom outer edges of 
the chassis from a point under the front 
suspension all the way back to the rear of 
the radiator pods. Seen experimentally | In 
the paddock at Dijon on one of the Yardley 
cars (and also seen in 1970 on the 2)

form) the’ idea was obviously to inhibit some 
of the airstream going under the car; the 
theoretical advantages should include genera- 
tion of negative pressure under the car, more 
airflow ‘through ‘the radiators, and perhaps 
ess drag overall.

tained once again this was still for psycho: 
logical effect only! Of the pair of BRMs, the 
newer one was fitted with the older side- 
Fadiators and more original water system, as 
at Kyalami; it also had available a more 
founded nosepiece seen in Africa as well 
The Surtees team intended to try yet another 
nosepiece. with a low, full-width wing @ la 
Ferrari, The Ensign looked very smart with 
a new cockpit surround and a slimmer air- 
box, while the Trojan’s nose with the addi- 
tion of rounded outer corners began to look 
father like the original shape once again. 
‘These aerodynamic alterations apart, the 
mechanical specification of the 42 Fl cars 
Brought to Austria (not all were used in 
practice) was generally familiar. John Player 
Team Lotus were back up to four-car strength 
(or are. that many a weakness?) with the 
brace of type 76s joining the regular 72s, a1 
spares. In fact, while there had been ar 
attempt to make a third 72, this has finally 
been abandoned because, explained a team 
Spokesman, “Ronnie keeps writing off his 
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72 and taking away new bits from the new 
one.” Both the 76s were fitted with the 
“"Nirburgring bodge" 72-based rear suspen- 
fon, and were in other respects similar to 
the’ trim in which "JPS/10" completed its 
first race distance in Germany. Both were 
lused in practice in Austria, and for the first 
time Jacky Ickx expressed enthusiasm about 
the new car. The 725 were as seen before, 
with the exception of new rear wheels made 
of castings to Mo Nunn’s Ensign patterns 

Although the newest 007 Elf Tyrrell was on 
hand and fitted with the long-awaited “new 
Fear suspension, it was never used in prac. 
tice. The improved geometry, explained 
Derek Gardner, would show up better ons 
circuit with more bumps and camber changes 
Therefore Jody Scheckter and Patrick Depal 
ter held to their regular, already excellent 
chassis, which with longer wheelbase and 
different weight distribution were obviously 
better suited to the long O-ring curves than 
any previous Tyrrell design. 

‘The two MeLarens fitted with the air 
skirting were the newest one, Emerson Fitt 
paldi's race car, and his own older one which 
is the team spare; Denny Hulme's did not 
have it. All three M23s however were fully 
converted to the latest suspension specifica 
tion.

RACE 


The start of the race was moved back to 
three o'clock Sunday afternoon, which suc- 
ceeded in missing the worst heat of the day. 
The crowd that had gathered by that time 
looked to be as gigantic as had been expec: 
ted, and they spent the time basking cheer- 
fully “under the roasting noonday sun and 
watching some supporting races. 

Finally the 25 grid members came out and 
@id thelr warm up lap and assembled on the 
dummy grid, There was a bit of drama with 
Ickx’ car Involving a fuel pressure relief valve 
and he came out late, but took up his place 
fon time. Then as the other engines w 
started Peterson's was baulky; it caught 
eventually and Ronnie lunged forward. but 
fan into one of his mechanics and. stalled 
again! When he got it running once more 
all the others had rolled forward to the real 
rid, so Peterson actually joined the race on 
the run from near the back—and got off to 
areal flyer! 

‘At the front, Reutemann got it absolutely 
right as the flag waved and the little white 
Brabham pulled away from the big red Fer- 
rari all the way up the steep hill to the first 
curve. Lauda fell into place behind, with Pace 
next trailed now by Reggazoni who had come 
weaving through from the fourth row, chop- 
ping across Fittipaldi’s bows so Emerson had 
to lift his foot 

Nothing of an advantage was being granted 
to Reutemann. His start was one thing, hold- 
ing on to his lead was another, and Lauda 
was refusing to be put off, All’ around. the 
Circuit the red car chased the white one, 
while a long string of others stayed queued 
Ughtly up behind. The pressure was fantastic, 
and one expected that at any moment the 
Ferrari would slip ahead. They all stayed 
nose to tail, the first 10 cars, Reutemann to 
Merzarlo, for lap after lap.

ing third place after storming through the fleld after u pit stop. 
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At about eight laps the leading car's left 
front tyre, which is the heavily loaded one 
at this circuit, began to develop a darker 
band round the middle of the tread. Evidently 
to everyone who saw it, Lole's rubber was 
getting too hot and was starting to blister. 
He had found himself in the same situation 
back in the Brazilian GP, and then the 
understeer had gradually robbed him of his 
Jead, but this time a cannier mind was at 
work. He eased his speed just enough to 
hurse the tyre without losing ground to the 
ravening hoard behind, and. the compound 
cooled back to normal. Right at that moment, 
Carlos Reutemann earned his second GP vic 
tory, 

Presently, as the 44 become. lighter, it 
began to pull out a gap. There was no longer 
any room to wonder if it was holding anyone 
back. ‘They were holding themselves back, 
and Reutemann, tenth by slow tenth, was 
gettting away from them. 

‘As Merzario fell back from the chain with 
growing fuel pressure trouble, and as Watson 
Started to fall back with his front tyce going 
Off-—but incurably so—there were left eight 
cars in the train. Hunt shortly did the same, 
and the both of them stopped for a change 
Scheckter suddenly dropped away from It, 

ping on the newly smoothed earth at 
the inside of the leftchand double bend with 
his engine broken. Thea, a few laps. later, 
Lauda suddenly slowed enough to let Regpa 
by. The next time round Niki slacked off even 
more and the closest cars behind whipped 
by, and he veered off into the pits. There 
he lost a lap and more while Ferrari fiddied 
with his engine. He rejoined, but still only 
on 11 cylinders, and he parked again and 
retired with, apparently, a dropped valve. 

So there were five now still making. this 
race. Reutemann was only half. to. three 
Quarters of a second now. to the good of 
Regga, who had Fittipaldi, Peterson and Pace 
up his chuff. It looked ‘like the remaining 
Ferrari was definitely holding the others up, 
and it began to be time to expect one of 
them to make a desperate stab at getting by. 

Pace had been trying Fittipaldi really hard, 
but his fellow Paolistano was giving no quar: 
ter and in fact was chopping him mercilessly. 
‘On one lap coming onto the pits straight 
Moco. was forced to lift, which gave Ickx 
Fight behind enough of an advantage to tear 
past up the following hill, During this stage 
the second Brabham was handling poorly on 
its heavy load of fuel, but as it grew lighter 
Pace bore in harder, and retook Ickx. He was 
back up to Fittipaldi again, and renewed his 
fattack—but Emerson's engine decided the 
affair by blowing up. 

‘That left only the Ferrari separating the 
Brabham drivers, and with a gap now of 
about two seconds between Reutemann and 
Regazzoni, Pace attacked, He tried hard to go 
inside coming out of the Bosch curve, at the 
end of the long top straight, and then a few 
seconds later out-smarted the championship 
points leader as they both went into the 
Tefthander. Pace darted one way, Clay res. 
ponded, and Pace darted back and slipped 
by the other side, So at last it was Brabhams 
one-two, and the emerging pattern of 
superiority had gelled. Hut only for a 
moment! 

In fact, Regga was in trouble. Pace pulled 
out fully 15-8 on him during the lap he 
‘overtook, and Peterson easily got by the next 
time by’ the pits, So the Ferrari had fallen 
to fourth—no, It was still third. Poor old 
Pace was missing, stopped with a circlip 
Dulled off a fuel line 


Peterson was now in second place by seven 
seconds; although he was driving flat out as 
only he can, Ronnie was losing ground stead.

Something of a furore was created at Earls Court by 
a new, high-performance Vauxhall Firenza. The name 
Firenza now applies only to this car, the standard 
model, from which it is derived, being called the 
2-door Magnum coupé. 

The brake pedal is lowered for improved heel 
and-toe, Cloth seats are standard and the car is fully 
equipped, including two pairs of Cibié rectangular 
halogen headlamps. There are many safety features, 
among which the Avon safety rims should be men- 
tioned. 

1 was able to drive the new Firenza both on the 
road and on the Silverstone Grand Prix circuit. It's 
a very.pleasant car to drive with lots of performance 
having a genuine maximum in excess of 120 mph 
with 130 mph available under favourable conditions. 
1 would say that the engine has more torque in the 
middle ranges than any of its competitors, which 
makes it quite unnecessary to use high revs on the 
gears. Bill Blydenstein has proved that Vauxhall 
engines can be run safely at over 7000 rpm, but I 
found no advantage in exceeding 6000 at Silverstone. 
Even if the revs drop as low as 4200, there is still a 
kick in the back available, and on the road the car 
accelerates lustily from 2000 rpm. 

The roadholding is really excellent and the 
very forgiving, cornering in perfect balance on full 
throttle with no wheelspin from the inside tyre. 1 
used third and fourth gears at Silverstone, the direct 
drive allowing the engine to reach peak revs on the 
Straight. On the road, higher speeds can be reached 
on long straights by employing fifth, peak revs 
again being available, thanks to the low-drag body 

‘Though the ride feels firm, it is not nearly as hard 
as that of some typical competition saloons. It is, 
in deed, remarkable how well the Firenza handles 
on a racing circuit while retaining a ride that most 
people would accept without comment for ordinary 
family touring. The level of wind noise is outstand 
ingly low, as one would expect, and the big tyres 
are not noisy. The engine has full air silencing and is 
not noticeably noisier mechanically than the standard 
unit. 

The Vauxhall Firenza is a fast car with outstanding 
roadholding and handling qualities. It is sensibly 
designed to contain as few special parts as possible, 
so any Vauxhall dealer is likely to have the bit you 
need. Though the chassis design is strictly orthodox, 
the aerodynamic efficiency of the front of the body is 
sure to start 4 fashion. It would have been unthink- 
able for Vauxhall Motors to build such a car only 
a few years ago, which shows how the image of the 
company is changing. Let it change right back to the 
days when Vauxhall had a Grand Prix team and built 
the 30/98, the greatest sports car of them all!

Jackie Stewart had driven to win § races 
the World Championship the previous 
Summer.

But with the appearance of the new 
chisel-nosed 007 design from Derek Gardner's 
Grawing board, the situation changed dram 
tically, and both drivers were immediately 
competitive. “We don't know the answer to 
this,” admits Tyrrell, "*1 think what probably 
happened is that 007 turned out to be the car 
Derek Gardner intended it to be: an easy car 
to drive. Some people might say well if you 
put Stewart in the new car he would murder 
the rest of them, but I don't think that really 
fis the case..." 

Scheckter has adapted well to the Tyrrell 
routine during practice. He has little option. 
“He accepts that we have had a lot of experi- 
ence doing this type of work, and he nearly 
always accepts that certain things must be 
done during a certain period of practice and 
that you can’t do certain other adjustments at 
certain other times. He accepts that when 
he'd like to go out and do a fast tap, we may 
say “No—now you are going out on full tanks 
with new pads.” He accepts that; he doesn't 
argue.” 

‘Tyrrell is impressed that Scheckter has 
turned out to be a thinking driver and he 
encourages this aspect. “He has his own ideas 
about what might be an improvement on the 
car and if he suggests something—even if we 
@idn’t think it would be much help—we would 
try it on the car, not just to keep him happy

‘Scheckter and Depailler started the season 
with instructions to go for championship 
points, to concentrate on (a) finishing. (b) 
finishing In the first six, and lastly (c) perhaps 
Winning the race.

‘The Lauda ‘Scheckter Incident at the Nur 
burgring could have had more serious conse- 
quences. “The Ferraris were not In the same 
face as we were at the ‘Ring and we didn't 
consider them to be. The first-lap accident 
of Lauda’s was a typical example of a driver 
who made a bad start, realised that he was 
going to be held up by Jody because Regaz 
Zomi ‘was in front with a clear road, realised 
that It would be 8 or 9 miles before he could 
get by Jody, and made a desperate attempt to 
Sutbrake him. He did this without considera. 
tlon for the effect of such an attempt bearing 
In mind that his tyres were cold and he had 
a hard compound left front and a soft com: 
Pound on the right. He put his brakes on very 
Tate and probably the soft compound bit hard 
and pulled him Into Jody. It was a tactical 
error which, being @ sensible young man, he 
admits.” 


Scheckter has shown an impressive knack 
for learning new tracks quickly and qualifying 
well.

“Sackie Stewart, World Champion (Retd.)

mer. Tyrrell gives Stewart full credit for his 
coaching of Scheckter at Monaco, Depailler 
having raced and won on the street circuit 
before. 

Did ‘Tyrrell think, then, that it was Stew- 
art's advice that earned Scheckter the Nur- 
burgring lap record? " Obviously not for that

The Modsports kicked off the day's entertain- 


ment just before lunch which saw John 
Absalom's ever rapid 1.8 litre Ginetta G4 
ease away from the pursuing Imp-powered 
Plastic perils of Bob Jarvis (Davrian) and 
Kenny Allen (Clan Crusader) to score = con- 
vincing win.

ENTRY and PRACTICE 


Although Matra had this year’s championship 
won after Watkins Glen last month, the 
Organisers of the Circuit Paul Ricard, on the 
South Coast of France, arranged a strong 
entry of cars, despite no Alfa Romeo or 
Ferrari entries ax hoped. There were thirteen 
G.litre prototypes out of a 40 car total, half 
Of the total being a strong G4 entry 

‘As expected, it was the Matra team on 
their home circuit which set the pace, a hot 
fone, right from the start of the two day's 
practice on Tuesday and Wednesday evering. 
the two hour sessions ending just as dusk 

1s beginning to fall; about the same time 
the race was expected to end 

During private testing Matra had tried the 
new type GSOC, but the hot weather did not 
agree with the side mounted radiators and s0 
to be on the safe side the team decided to use 


their two faithful type 670Cs with the cooler 
front radiator set up—the same two cars 
which they had used at Watkins Glen 

‘AS expected these two cars were the 


quickest, but what was not expected, was just 
how much quicker than the rest they were. 
Jarier soon got below the existing Formula 
‘One lap record of 1 m 50.99 s held by Denis 
Hulme at last year’s Grand Prix, the Matra’s 
best being a 1 m 491 s during the first 
session, despite a lot of slower traffic. Just to

Behind these 2-litre cars Migault was 
managing to keep his Ligier in ninth place 
‘after a tremendous battle early on in the 
race as Raymond tried to get ahead 

‘When Beltoise came ir for his first stop. 
he came screaming out of the turnel that 
links the cross-over pit entrance arrangement 
at Ricard, and entered the pit lane far too 
fast and sideways. Fortunately nobody was in 
the way, and after refuelling Beltoise stayed 
in the car and rejoined the race. Pescarolo 
made a far more sensible stop and handed 
‘Over ¢o Larousse, who continued in second 
place still ahead of the Schuppan Gulf which 
had not yet made its stop. 

When the two Gulfs did stop it was chaos 
in the pits for a while as the mecharics tried 
40 got Wisell out before Bell came in, but 
they could not manage it because of the 
seized starter motor. Bell stopped and Ickx 
rejoined while the mechanics continued to 
ry to get Wisell going. It took many laps 
however, for the starter motor had to be 
rebuilt. When he did get going all hope of a 
food placing was gore, and’ then he only 
did another seven laps before the car cut 
dead anyway. He managed to coast into the 
pits and once more the car would not start 
50K was pushed away for good. 

Brambilla was not having a very good time 
with the March, for he was having to stop 
every 17 laps instead of the usual 34 laps 
{© prevent the fuel feed problems, while he 
had also lost second gear as well. Despite 
this, ard being hit by a slower Porsche fol- 
lowed by Henton hitting Beltolse at one 
stage, the March was still in the running 
‘nd holding pace with the leading 2-litre cars 
Both the water and oll temperature readings 
‘were far too high and the team were hoping 
KM would last the race. Herton stopped after 
his first stint and reported that the two 
needles had gone around so far that they 
had got jammed together on maximum!

He 
got to the end of the main straight and the 
Car jumped out of fifth gear causing him to 
‘pin ard go backwards into the catch fencing, 
He .was not hurt and the car not too badly 
amaged but it was out of the race. 

Both the turbo powered cars, Van Lennep 
and Muller-Perschl, were in trouble after the 
first hour. Van Lennep lost fifth gear just 
fas he had at Le Mans and he was forced 
to drive with four gears. The Porsche would 
not refuel properly ard spent a long time 
in the pits trying to be filled with fuel, while 
the engine was also losing a lot of oll and 
getting very hot. The KMW finally dropped 
Out around half distance while the Martini 
car limped on £0 what was to be another lucky 
finish like Le Mars. 

After 60 laps the Beltoise/Jarier car went 
ahead of their team mates which were losing 
more and more each lap, both drivers unhappy 
with the handling which turned out to be a 
wrong compound tyre and which was 
‘obviously making the car handle strangely. 
Tckx/Bell had dropped back another lap ard 
were now two behind while JOst was lapping 
slowly but surely and holding fourth place 
now.

The KMW 
finally went out with gearbox trouble and the 
Dupont Chevron was struggling ¢o finish with 
a sick engine caused by a leaking head gasket, 
as was the 2-litre Abarth right from the start 
Van Lenrep was also in more trouble with 
the Martin! Porsche as he found fourth gear 
disappear and the others also start to give 
trouble

je was the leading Matra, for the 
second Matra, as well as its tyre problems, 
had made two more unscheduled stops soon 
after Pescarolo took over again from Larousse. 
He first came in to chan.e the nose sec 

after hitting a slower Porsche Carrera and 
then after that was changed he had to stop 
again when he found that the rear section 
had also. been damaged and was rubbing 
through the rear tyre. The offending bit was 
torn off and he soon rejoined with a fresh 
tyre row only a lap ahead of the Gulf car. 

Bell tried hard to close the gap, but bad 
two off course excursions when a front brake 
started locking up shortly before he handed 
back to Ickx again. The leading car carried on 
trouble free to the end, Jarier surprising the 
French crowd when he stopped just two laps 
before the end to take on a final few litres 
of fuel to be sure of firishing. 

Pescarolo was also well ahead again by 
the end when Ickx stopped with what he 
thought was a flat tyre after two spins. He 
had crashed into the barrier with a rear 
wheel as he left the tight pit lane and 
thought ie was going flat. in fact it was all 
OK and there had been no need to change 
the tyres. He carried on to finish third any- 
way, 50 it did not really make any difference. 


Fourth place looked like going to Martin 
Raymond, who besides a short session with 
the sick’ Tony Goodwin at the wheel had 
driven almost all of the race, But, with oni 
40 laps to go, bis fine drive came to 
sad end just in fromt of the pits when the 
car rolled to a stop with no drive caused 
by a suspected broken clutch centre, JOst/ 
Casoni cruised home to a steady fourth 
place, the second JOst car taking fifth place 
a further five laps behind after van Lennep. 
Gropped farther and farther back, finishing 
the last half hour of the race with second 
gear only. Chasseuil/Migault managed to 
take sixth place just. a few laps from the 
end and the Martin! car came in next, barely 
‘able to run the last few laps 

‘Schenken//Stommelen led home a Loos 
one two. from. Barth/Schickentanz _ while 
Deutsch/Heyer were tenth two laps behind 
the winning G4 car. After Raymond dropped 
out it was the Long/Rouff car which took 
over the 2-litre class lead, for Dupont had 
finally retired his car and’ Smith was even

JOHN BOLSTER 


Having been involved in motor racing for most 


of my life, and being an avid historian of 
Faces that took place before 1 was born, 1 
have always plenty of entertaining thoughts 
with which to amuse myself during hours of 
boredom. Such a period recently took place 
when my formerly indestructible health 


temporarily let me down, enforcing hospitalisa- 
tion. 

‘Speed is what motor racing is all about, 1 
was’ thinking, and then it suddenly occurred 


to me that ihe present grand prix cars are 
Slower down a long. straight than those of 
nearly forty years ago! Yet, if one had drawn 


‘a graph in those days one would have expected 
the boys to be doing 300 mph in 1974, In 
round figures, the winning 13-litre Renault in 
the first’ Grand Prix of 1906 was capable of 
just over 90 mph. There was a war on in 
1916 but in 1926 the I}-litre Delage could 


touch 130 mph 
‘Move on another deca 


le and you find 


open-wheeled. G-litre Auto” Union doing 
215 mph. Admittedly, it would only reach 
175 mph with the low gear used on mickey: 
mouse circuits, but the potential was. there. 


On very fast circuits, such as Avus, both Auto 
Union and Mercedes-Benz used all-enveloping 
bodies enclosing the whecls, which was per 
mitted in those days, Those cars were capable 
Of 250 mph and, In spite of the relatively 


Slow banked turns at each end, Bernd 
Rosemeyer lapped at 172.78 mph. Driving a 
C-Type Auto’ Union in record. trim—which 


means with no provision for cooling the 
enclosed tyres and brakes—he reached speeds 
in the region of 270 mph 

Ail of this ‘makes the 180 mph of current 
grand prix cars seem pretty small beer. Of 
Course, there’s no prize in a motor race for 
reaching a high maximum speed and they lap 
much faster than their ancestors by rushing 
round the corners far quicker, thanks to their 
Steam-rolier tyres, The modern racing car is 
fa far more effective piece of equipment, but 
& great deal has been lost, nevertheless 

When you think about "it, the racing of 
today Is @ pretty artificial business. The cars 
creep down the straights, held back by the 
drag of their wings and their huge tyres, and 
then go through the curves so fast that there's 
fan appalling holocaust if anything goes wrong. 
It is this very high cornering speed that makes 
racing s0 dangerous, I need hardly remark. It 
means that the spectators must be right back 
from the road, with warlike defences between 
them and the flying projectiles. There is little 
danger in speed, as such, but speed combined 
with the generation of an immense lateral 
force must’ mean that the car will go an awful 
long way off the road if it comes unstuck 
for any reason. 

‘The sad thing is that nothing has really 
been gained. This sort of racing teaches no 
technical lessons, because these very wide 
tyres have nothing to do with any conceivable 
production car, These huge tyres are just as 
much a dead end as the huge engines of the 
cars of the heroic period were. It is necessary 
to face the fact that rubber will become more 
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and more expensive and will be in very short 
supply. if racing is to perform any useful 


research, it should be exploring the possibility 
of cornering fast on narrower tyres, not wider 


‘Above all, modern motor racing is such a 
poor spectacle. The paying customers are so 
far from the cars and extremely fast cornering 
is curiously unspectacular—they either get 
round or they don't, but there's little drama 
about it. Those who are too young to have 
seen the Mercedes-Benz and Auto Unions can. 
not realise how dull anything else is by com: 
Parison. Perhaps it is the perfection of modern 
Toadholding that spoils ‘the show, and 
course I would never advocate going back 
to the swing-axles, friction-type shock 
absorbers, and drum brakes of the Auto Union. 
Nevertheless, to sce cars racing neck and neck 
down the straight, still getting wheelspin at 
over 150 mph, was really something. 

Who could ever forget” the sight of 
Rosemeyer coping with swing-axle oversteer 
at 200 mph on a narrow, bumping road? This 
was racing for men, nor boys, but it was not 
the blood and guts’ affair that it may sound. 
‘The safety record was actually far better than 
that of almost any sort of racing in recent 
years. Fireproof overalls did not exist, many 
Grivers did not wear crash hats, and there 
Were no flexible fuel tanks, nor did the body 
Structures give the drivers much protection. 
On most circuits, the spectators stood behind 
a rope and that was their sole defence. 
Perhaps it was pure Tuck that there were not 
some terrible accidents, but racing. of this 
calibre took place in many parts of the world 
often on Improvised circuits that nobody 
would even consider nowadays 

Let's face it, the sctual cornering speeds 
were comparatively low, but there was plent 
of oppasite lock and ‘sideways motoring. I 
Would. make the point that sheer speed down, 
the ‘straight ix extremely. spectacular but on 
corners its controlled skidding and the battle 
against wheelspin that's exciting. 


Personally—and this 1s a purely personal 
piece—I think that a racing car should be 
wwtiful. The Formula 1 cars of today are 
net, because they have to satisfy absurd 
ons. To continue to insist on exposed 

wheels Is illogical, for the tremendous air drag 
Of wide tyres cries out for some form of 
enclosure. When tyres were narrower, cars 


went faster without their mudguards, but 
we're not talking about Brooklands now. Wide 
tyres are hideous, 20 let's enclose them. 


All enveloping bodywork, as in Moss’ Mercedes below, would give greater room for crushable 


structures and eliminate the start line shunts. 


My friend, Paul Frere, writing in another 
magazine, has advocated a new Formula 1 
permitting all-enveloping bodies. He points out 
two safety advantages, namely the greater 
room for crushable side structures and the 
climination of the tendency of cars to jump 
over each other if open tyres touch. This 
could be the moment, too, to limit the overall 
width more drastically, which would reduce 
Start-line accidents ; it might also curtail tyre 
widths and bring back lower cornering speeds, 
In the interest of safety. 

As I have indicated, speed on the straight 
is not dangerous and it should be actively 
encouraged if reduced cornering speed follows. 
Modern circuits tend to have short straights, 
but I have a somewhat revolutionary sugges- 
tion to eliminate the current bastard racing 
car that dashes madly round the corners and 
crawls down the straights, Why not impose a 
minimum ‘speed on the straight and simply 
cross out all the laps on which a car did not 
achieve this? A speed would be chosen, 
according to the length of straight of each 
particular cireult, and electronic’ timing of all, 
cars would ensure that everybody was keeping. 
sbove the minimum. 

If the stipulated speed were high enough, 
very wide tyres and vast wings would be 


Dut, without the bother of regulations limiting 
their size. There would be less danger and 
more action in the corners, to the great 


Dench of the spectators. Above all, a Formula 
that resulted in beautiful racing cars would 
attract. more sponsorship to the sport. No 
sponsor can be proud to feature the present 
untidy freaks in his publicity material. Further 
more, lap speeds mean lite to Joe Public, 
but to know that he was going to see racing 
cars travelling at well over 200 mph would 
make him join the queue at the gate. 

Finally, in writing ‘nostalgically of motor 
racing nearly forty years ago, 1 am not for 
getting that the victorious teams were state- 
Sponsored for the basest reasons, The present 
commercial sponsorship isnot. above 
Criticism, but at least there are no ominous 
political "undertones. The Ideal arrangement 
must always be the entry of teams by the 
reat manufacturers, who benefit both from the 
Publicity and research angles. In the present 
Nate of the motor trade, one cannot imagine 
that any manufacturer isin a position to take 
fon such @ burden, however great the Jonge 
term advantages would be. Nevertheless, this. 
is the ideal and logical way to go motor racing, 
though it may never return.

i hectic day for the Midland Auto: 
mobile Club and although the weather 
appeared to be set fair and the hill in excellent 
condition, there were several quite serious 
mishaps which took quite some time to clear 
up and only then by extreme energy from the 
efficient marshals. Several of the accidents 
happened. to inexperienced drivers in very 
powerful machinery and one has to ponder the 
Organisers’ problems when entries from inex- 
perienced drivers come in for machinery which 
Is obviously likely to be beyond their capabil 

ties. Happily no one was hurt badly but for 
two of the competitors It was nothing short 
of miraculous, particularly as both had tried 
to graduate far too quickly to faster machinery 
‘even though uncompetitive before in cars 
successful in other hands, One driver had two 
accidents on successive runs, badly damaging 
the ear on the second, 

cars for Shelsiey are lumped into 
ss for National events and in this 
class Wayne Wainwright was predominant on 
both runs in the brutish blown Rover-engined 
Capri, only half a second from Chris Cramer's 
four-year-old record. Michael White's rebuilt 
9118 Porsche was a handsome second just 
further second behind. Robin Yeomans’ 
superchanged Mini was third and was. in- 
credibly quia; startling also was its accelera- 
tion between the two parts of the Esses 
demonstrating tremendous torque. The smaller 
capacity Modsports cars were dominated by 
Russ Ward's John Brown Motors entered 
Spridget which sliced the best part of half a 
second off Robin Leathart's 1972 record in 
two stages; his car smoking considerably on 
both runs, testifying to the purely sprint build 
of his engine. 

The over 1300 ce class had several non. 
starters. Jim Gathercole’s neat little unblown 
1600 ce Turner had a field day and got to 
just a second away from the class record 
fon his second run, winning the class and 
Setting the seal on what has been an excellent 
year for fim, With a lot of hairy machinery 
Ground it was surprising that Bill Holt was 
able to take the local product, his Morgan 
Plus 8 up the hill in an astounding time for 
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second in class despite being on road tyres 
and running with silencers. His progress 
through the Esses was fraught indeed, Stuart 
Lewis was third in the Elan +2 which Gerry 
Asheroft raced briefly a year or two ago. 
John Barrett led the 1600 cc GT, Clubmens 
and Sports Racing cars_up the hill in_his 
dynamic little 1300 cc Theta with an SCA 
single OHC Ford Cosworth headed motor, 
and cycle-type wings atremble as he skittered 
through the Esses. He couldn't get to less 
than 2} seconds from the nigh. incredible 
record set by Richard Jones’ U2 fast year 
but he won the class from a most determined 
Tony Southall who was, as usual, trying might 
and main in ‘his 1300 ce U2, 

John Cleland comes down from Lanarks to 
compete in the major Hillclimbs and this trip 
was rewarded when he took almost a whole 
second off Reg Phillips’ class record in his 
Chevron 823, getting down to 30.21 s on his 
first run and ‘making the knowledgeable crowd 
talk excitedly of the first sub  half-minute 
sports car ascent which might be imminent 
His second run, however, was fraction: 
slower. Phil Scrage’s superb Chevron 
BMW was second, only fractionally away from 
the previous class record. 

The first of che single seaters up the hill 
were the 500s and whatever Tim Cameron 
feats for breakfast we don’t know but it sure 
makes him go! To the shocked surprise of 
the traditional class winners who have come 
from the Cooper Norton brigade for years and 
years, Tim took his spidery Joe Potts Speci 
with @ JAP engine to magnificent class win 
less than 1/10th of a second from the class 
Fecord to snatch first place away from the 
dramatically improved ‘Cooper Triumph of 
Barry Brant, on the second runs. This was all 
but eclipsed by Peter Voigt's subsequent 
ascents in the Konig engined Voigt-Renwick 
Special which took no less than four whole 
seconds off the class record for 500s which 
fe now being split into ancient and modern. 
All but two of the 1100 cc class would 
have been glad of the Voigt-Renwick  Spl's 
best time But Alan Richards was able to 
uphold his superiority in the class with his 
bicwn Gryphon although a j of a second 
dehind his own record. Second was Christo- 
pher Dowson on his first run although on 
‘his second he had an excursion at the Kennels 
and did the front of the  ex-Willoughby 
Brabham some damage. Dr Anthony Bayley 
had an extraordinary moment at the Esses in 
the JW4 Vincent and akered the shape of its 
nose via a mid-air spin. Ken MacMaster set 
up a new 1600 ce record last month but was 
unable to beat it in bis GRD 272. at 
this meeting while Richard Jones has yet to 
equal his own Clubmen's class record with his 


‘Surtees which he runs this year and took to 
second place. In the big racing car class of 
course there were the majority of the cham- 
pionship contenders. All the best times were 
made on the first runs as it started to rain 
just before the second runs, briefly, the track 
drying quickly but not before Aiex Brown 
had a frightening understeering moment into 
the Esses, happily only brushing the bank 
without damage to the car. Mike MacDowel 
dominated the class but Roy Lane's McRae 
and Sir Nicholas Williamson's Marlyn were 
only fractions of a second behind in 3rd and 
2nd place respectively.
